Planners in New 
Decision on 
‘Spot Zoning’ 


Menlo Park planning commis- 
sioners Monday admitted that an 
old building at Menalto street and 
Gilbert street is sort of unsightly 
hut said they didn’t feel that a 
four-unit apartment could be built 
on the property to replace it at 
this time. 

So they told Henry Edwards 
1305 Elder avenue, when he sought 
a rezoning of the property, pre- 
sently zoned for single-family 
dwellings to a category which 
would allow the multiple unit. 

Substantially, the planners’ opin- 
ion was similar to that expressed 
when they turned down an appli- 
cation for a “garden apartment” 
area in Linfield Oaks two months 
ago: that it would be “spot zon- 
ing.” 

Edwards withdrew his request 
at the conclusion of the hearing, 
and declared he would not appeal 
to the Menlo Park city council. 

Planners indicated they would 
take future possible rezoning of 
the property under study. 

The land, though residential, is 
classified as being in a “transit- 
ional” zone.
